Springfield, O., March 7.~—[Special:]—Rich- 

ard Dixon, a negro who murdered Police- 
mam Charles Collins, was taken from the jail 
here by a mob tonight and shot to death, 
after which his body was swung up to a tele- 
graph pole and made to serve as a target 
until the ammunition of the mob was ex- 
hausted. 
* The lynching of Dixon is the first lynching 
in the history of Clark county, which has a 
record of eleven murders in the last two 
years, but which has never had an execution 
for a gapital crime. \ 


Two Attacks Made on Jail. 


The negro was not secured by the mod] 


until after it had made two attacks upon 
the jail, one at the south door and the other 
at the east door, which was successful. 

In both attacks the mob used a heavy 
piece of railroad iron as a battering ram. 

The first attack was made before 10 o'clock 
by a comparatively small mob, and after the 
south door had been smashed there seemed 
to be no leader to take the crowd into the in- 
terior, so the attack was for the time aban- 
doned. 

| Mob Scatters fora Time. 

The mob acattered for awhile, and it looked 
as if the worst was over. 

Small groups of men, however, could be 
séen in the shadows of the courthouse, two 
adjacent livery stables, and several dwell- 
ing houses. 

At 10:45 the police were satisfied that there 
was nothing more to fear, and they with 
other officials passed freely in and out of the.

VLADIVOSTOK, via St. Petersburg, Marelt 
‘1.—The Japanese fleet apparently bas estab- 
lished a blockade of Viadivostok harbor and 


made by a small crowd moving from the east 
doors around to the south entrance. 


Police Called Off by Ruse. 

The police followed and a bluff was made 
at jostling them off the steps leading up to 
the south entrance. The crowd at this point 
kept growing, while yells of “hold the 
police,” “*smash the doors,” “lynch the 
nigger" were made, interspersed with re- 
volver shots. 

All this time the party with the heavy rdil- 
way tron was beating at the east door, 
whith shortly yielded to the battering ram, 
as did the inner lattice iron doors. 


Sheriff Pleads in Vain. | 
The electric light wire leading to the sher- 
iff's residence and the jail was cut, and both 


Sheriff Floyd Routzahan appeared on the 
jall steps and pleaded with the mob to dis- 
perse, but he could be heard with difficulty. 
His appeal was ineffectual. 

Upon the request of Mayor Bowlus, Maj. 
T. J. Kirkpatrick of the Third O. N. G. had 
companies B and E in readiness to ald in 
defending the jail. Before either company 
was ready an entrance into the jail had been 
ferced. 

Inside Guards Overpowered. 

The mob then surged through the’ east 
door, overpowered the sheriff, turnkey, and 
handful of deputies, 4nd began the assault 
on the iron ‘turnstile leading to the cells. 

The police from the south door were called 
inside to help keep the mob from the cells, 
and in five minutes the south door had shared 
the fate of the east one. 

In an incredibly short time the jail was 
filled by a mad mob of 250 men, with all the 
entrances and yard gates blocked by fully 
1,500 men, thus making it impossible for the 
militia to have prevented access to the negro 
had it been on the scene. 


Sledgehammers Secured. 

The heavy iron partition leading to the 
cells resisted the mob effectually until cold 
chisels and sledge hammers were secured in 
two or three minutes. 

The padlock to the turnstile was broken and 
the mob soon filled the corridors leading to 
the cells. 

Seeing that further resistance was useless 
and to avoid the killing of innocent persons 
the authorities consented to the demand of 
the mob for the man. 

He was dragged from his cell to the jail 
door and thence down the stone steps to a 
paved court in the jail yard. Fearing an 
attempt on the part of the police to rescue 
him the leaders formed a hollow square. 

Some one knocked the negro to the ground 
and those near to him fell back four or five 
feet. Nine shots were fired into his prostrate 
body, and, satisfied that he was dead, a 
dozen men grabbed the body, and with a 
triumphant cheer the mob surged into Co- 
lumbia street and marched to Fountain ave- 
nue, one of the principal thoroughfares of the 
town. 

March Afong Street with Body. 

From here they marched south to the inter- 
section of Main street, and a rope was tied 
around Dixon’s neck. Two men climbed the 
pole and threw the rope over the topmost 
crosstie and drew the body about eighteen 
feet above the street. They then descended 
and their work was greeted with a cheer. 

The fusillade then began, and for thirty 
minutes the body was kept swaying back 
and forth from the force of the rain of bullets 
which was poured in on it. Frequently the 
arms would fiy up convulsively when a 
muscle was struck, and the mob shouted with 
delight. 

Blame Laid on Courts. 

All afternoon the killing of Collis had been 
the sole topic of conversation, and both 
Police Judge Miller and Common. Pleas 
Judge Mower were freely censured. 

They both had sentenced him at various 
times to jail and workhouse for from two to 
six months, but he was always released be- 
fore the expiration of his sentence. It was 
the general feeling that a trial would only 
result in an insufficient sentence, and talk 
of a mob was frequently heard before supper. 


Policeman Killed Without Warning. 

Collins was shot by Dixon Sunday morning 
while the latter was in his room in a hotel 
here removing his baggage. He had decided 
to quit the place and, fearing trouble with 
Anna Corbin, a woman with whom he was 
acquainted, Dixon asked ColHs to go to the 
hotel with him. 

While in his room Dixon and Miss Corbin 
quarreled and Dixon shot her in the breast. 
The policeman then attempted to arrest

GOLD MINE IS STAKE. 


Swedish Church Society and Chi- 
cagoans Fight Over Millions. 


ARBITRATION KEPT SECRET. 


Eskimos Among the Witnesses Brought 
to This City to Testify. 


A struggle for possession of an Alaskan 
gold mine which in less than five years has 
yielded over $1,300,000 is now going on se- 
cretly before a board of arbitration In the 
law offices of Pence & Carpenter, in the Port- 
land block. 

The claimant is the Swedish Evangelical 
Mission Covenant of America, through a 
former missionary, N. O. Hulteberg of San 
José, Cal., and the action is directed against 
P. H. Anderson of Chicago, another former 
missionary; Dr. C. W. Johnson, also of Chi- 
cago; and the White Star Mining company, 
in which a number of Chicagoans are inter- 
ested. 

The. dispute reaches back to the first dis- 
covery of gold in Alaska, and hinges on the 
point whether a missionary sent into the 
northern wilds to make converts for his 
church was likewise acting for his church 
when he staked out a number of mine claims. 


Eskimos Among the Witnésses, 

The hearings of the arbitration board are 
made picturesque by the presence of Miss 
Dora Adams, an Eskimo convert, and Con- 
stantine Aparosooki, also an Eskinio. Both 
are witnesses for the church organization. 

The agreement of the litigants to argue 
the case before a board of arbitration was 
due to their desire to avoid the notoriety at- 
tendant on a court hearing. Every possible 
effort has been made to keep the matter a 
secret, The board consists of Hiram T. Gii- 
bert, A. M. Pence of the law firm of Pence 
& Carpenter, and D. F. Lane, - 

The ¢hurch society is represented by ex- 
Judge M. Soderberg of San Francisco, Frank 
J. Quinn of Peoria, Ill, and H. F. Williams 
of Chicago. The defense is represented by 
Judge Axel Chytraus of the Cook county 
He formerly was attorney for the 
Swedish Evangelical Mission Covenant of 
America, 


How the Dispute Originated. 

The story, as gathered from the various 
interests, is as follows: 

In 1898 Mr. Hulteberg was engaged by the 
Swedish Evangelical Mission Covenant to 
go to Cape Nome as missionary for the so- 
ciety. Mr. Hulteberg established a school 
at Golovin bay, where he remained unt!! 
1898, when failing health forced him to re- 
turn to the United States for a year. 

' His assistant at Golovin: bay was P. H. 
Anderson. Just before returning Mr. Hulte- 
berg found a ‘ pocket” of gold, and now 


Claims to be the original discoverer of the 


Nome gold region. He located his claim and 
left it in the care of Mr. Anderson, with the 
understanding, he says, that it was to be 
staked out and held in trust for the church. 

Mr. Hulteberg did not return to Alaska 
until 1899. He found that during his ab- 
sence Mr. Anderson, with the aid of Gabriel 
Reice, a practical miner, had staked out 
nine claims adjoining the original “ discoy- 
ery’ claim: These claims were held in the 
names of various individuals. The last two 
were known as No. 8 and No. 9. It is this 
claim, Ne. 9, that the society seeks to re- 
cover, 


Eskimos Give Up Rich Claims. 


Claim No. 8 was firet held by Constantine 
Aparosooki, while No. 9 was in the name of 


Gabriel Adams, another Eskimo, now dead, | 


who was Aparosooki’s partner. On the plea 
that the Eskimos could not lawfully hold 
title, it is alleged that Mr. Anderson induced 
them to give up possession, and the property 
was then deeded over to Mr. Price. Claim 
No. 9 was sold to Mr. Anderson for $20, it is 
said. 

Later Mr. Anderson took into partnership 
with him Dr, Johnson, who resides at 1612 
Belmont avenue, and who was acting phy- 
sicilan for the Swedish Mission society. In 
1002 they formed the White Star Mining 
eompany of California. t May the White 
Star Mining company of [Illinois was or- 
eanised in Chicago. -

Club Speakers Declare Women 
Care More for Dogs or Cats. 


-LAUNCH A NEW MOVEMENT. 


Dr. Anna Holm Blames Mothers for 
Suicide of Daughters.

Mrs. Lawrence Hodgkinson yesterday, at 
the meeting of the Progressive Health club, 
declared the heart of the woman of wealth 
generally is more responsive to the whine of 
a dog than to the appeal of a girl who is 
homeless and penniless. She urged that the 
ery to “ give the girl a chance”’ is as timely 
as the argument by Secretary Shaw in favor 
of “giving the boy a chance.” Dr. Anna 
Holm said “the mother’s criminal neglect 
in permitting her daughter to grow up in 
ignorance” was the first step toward 
suicide. 

The club decided to carry the crusade 
started by Mrs. Hodgkinson and Dr. Holm 
outside of the clubrooms. Andrew Carnegie 
will be asked to give the $750,000 declined 
by a Massachusetts city to the club women 
of Chicago to build a home for homeless 
working girls, and an effort is to be made 
to raige funds from other sources. 


Will Teach Girls of Themselves. 

It was planned to establish a class for 
young girls where they may learn from 
women physicians the things their mothers 
neglected to tell them. The city authorities 
will be appealed to to enforce the ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of carbolic acid and 
other poisons except by prescription. 

While advocating the erection of a home for 
working girls, and urging her hearers to as- 
sist her in the enterprise, Mrs. Hodgkinson 
made her denunciation of the dog and cat 


loving women. 
“There are homes in Chicago for work- 
ing men and homes for dogs and cats,”’ she 


‘said, “ but none for working girls. Some- 


thing must ‘be done to save these poor girls 
from unprincipled mer, the human octopl. 


‘They must be saved from the dissecting table 


and the potter’s field. Women are giving 
money to build hospitals for dogs, and cats, 
and cemeteries for animals, and hiring maids 
to care for their pets while hundreds of 


‘their sisters are without homes or shelter. 


If the society woman would give up her dog 
and her cat and provide a home for some 


working girl she would be making herself |. 


worthy of her sex.” 


Blames Mothers for Suicides. 

“No, the girl is not given a chance,” said 
Dr. Anna Holm. ‘“ Every mother who neg- 
lects to tell her daughter of the duties of 
motherhood and fails to caution her against 
temptation Is criminally negligent—she might 
just as well put a bottle of carbolic acid 
into the hands of her daughter and bid her 
drink. If the mother does not teach and 
guide her child and permits her to learn 
from men those things she should have been 
taught she is sending her to suicide and 
death.” | 

Dr. Holm urged that steps should be taken 
by every club in Chicago to stop the sale 
of carbolic acid, and declared that drug- 
gists are selling the poison every day with- 
out prescriptions, 

“ When childgen are old enough to go to 
Sunday school and learn about spiritual life 
and their soul,” she said, “they are old 
enough to learn about their physical self.”’

Fire at 2 o'clock this morning caused an 
estimated loss of $150,000 in the seven story 
building at 207 and 209 Madison street, occu- 
pied by the Western Salvage Wrecking 
agency. The blaze was one of the hardest 
the department has had to fight for several 
weeks because of the smoke and the conge- 
quent inability to do effective work on the 
interior. 

Benziger Brothers, manufacturers of 
Roman Catholic statuary, occupying a sim- 
ilar building adjoining on the west, were 
heavy losers through water and . smoke.

Burned Twice in Two Years. 

Samuel Gans was proprietor of the Salvage 
house which was burned. Two years ago it 
was similarly wrecked by fire. The business 
is that of auctioneers and dealers in job lot 
merchandise. 

The fire was discovered by a watchman. 
When Chief Musham arrived the flames had 
extended through the roof of the building 
and were threatening the structures at either 
side. The building at 208 and 205 Madison 
street is occupied by Strauss Bros. & Co., 
wholesale distillers. Fearing that the flames 
would, unless speedily checked, reach the 
liquors stored in this building, Chief Musham 
sent ina call for extra apparatus. 


Fight Fire From the Roofs. 

Although the heat from the salvage building 
was intense the firemen mounted to the roofs 
of the Benziger and Strauss structures at 
either side and poured water into the burning 
floors. Ladders were also placed against the 
alley ends of buildings to the north, and fire- 
men carried hose to the roofs and from the 
north approach aided in the fight. 

At 3 a. m. the fire had reached the lower 
floors and basement and was still burning 
fiercely, fed by the immense stock of goods 
stored there. The fire walls on the east and 
west aided the department in confining the 
greater damage to the one structure.

BLAME ENEMIES FOR FIRE 


- BULLEN MALT PLANT BURNS AND 


FIREMAN IS KILLED.

Fiames Are Discovered at Noon in Same 
Part of Structure Where Two Previ- 
eus Blases Originated Within the 
Last Year—Adjoining Elevator and 
Contents Are Damaged and Aggre- 
gate Loss Is Estimated at $125,000— 

Two Employes Are Injured. 

In a fire at the George Bullen & Co. malt 
plant, St. Clair and Michigan streets, early 
yesteraay afternoon, one tireman was killed 
and two employés of the company were in- 
jured. The property loss is estimated at 
$125,000. The. Arie the third.at the plant 
within a year, and all now are believed by the 
company to. have been started by incen- 

John Hubbarti, 243 Rush street; a member 
of fire engine company No. 37, ‘was acting as 
pilot on the fireboat Illinois when he received 
injuries that regulted in his death before he 
could be removed to a hospital. He was 
alone on the forward deck of the boat when 
a line of hose broke near the fireplug con- 
negtion and wrapped itself around the pilot's 


ae almost severing his head from his 
y. 


Fire Starts in Malthouse. 

The fire started in the six story brick mait- 
house of the Bullen plant. Smoke was dis- 
covered in the tower of the building at noon, 
when most of the employés were away. 

The building was filled with malt and bar- 
ley, which had been received at the plant in 
the twenty-four hours preceding. Repairs 
on the structure, necessitated by a fire seven 
weeks ago, had just been completed. 

The fire destroyed the tower before it was 
checked by the firemen. Within halfan hour 
the roof, burdened with huge tanks con- 
taining many tons of water, had fallen, carry- 
ing the intermediate floors to the basement. 
This practically destroyed the building and 
its contents. 


Adjoining Elevator Is Damaged. 

Damage by water was also caused in an 
eight story elevator adjoining the malt- 
house. It is used for storing dried malt and 
was filled with grain. The other buildings 
of the plant were not damaged. 

In saving a watch and pocketbook left in 
his coat on an upper floor of the malthouse 
John Harwig was burned on the hands. In 
hurrying to escape from the tdéwer of the 
building William Heatley, an employé, fell 
down a flight of stairs and was slightly in- 
jured. 


Three Fires Within a Year. 


The first fire at the Bullen plant was a 
year ago and caused a,property loss of $150,- 
000, Like the two succeeding fires, its origin 
is unknown, though believed to have been 
incendiary. 

Theodore Brain, manager of the plant, said 
he regarded as a suspicious circumstance 
that the fire originated in the same spot as 
that which seven weeks ago entailed a loss 
to the building and contents of $75,000. 

“We know of no one who might be im- 
pelled by malice to start the fires, but we 
otherwise are unable to account for them,” 
he said.

It was 
only ten years ago that ships of 2,000 tons 
were large vessels on the lakes. They could 
be floated over the tunnels under certain 
conditions. That class of ships has almost 
disappeared from the lakes. No matter how 
much freight you may have up the river in 
Chicago it cannot be moved by lake, because 
the big ships cannot get over the La Salle 
street tunnel. 

“ The figures I have collected show there 
has been a steady net decrease in the lake 
commerce entering the Chicago river. This 
decrease is not so extraordinarily large as 
might have been expected, because of a 
pecullar condition of affairs. The commerce 
above La Salle street shows an extraordi- 
nary decrease owing to the passing away 
entirely of the class of ships which can get 
over the tunnel and owing, of course, to the 
discrimination in insurance rates against 
that class of ships. On the other hand, the 
ecommerce at the mouth of the river stop- 
ping at the La Salle street tunnel has largely 
increased, and, it is this increase in the deep 
water channel which has prevented the gen- 
eral decrease along the whole river from be- 
ing much larger than the figures show it to 
be. 


“This is a day of big ships on the lakes. 
Chicago must be able to load these big ships 
at the grain elevators up the river and it 
must be able to bring coal back in those same 
ships and deliver it by water at the yards 
above the forks. To accomplish this the 
lowering of the tunnels, as every one knows, 
is indispensable. Therefore, I have decided, 
more particularly in view of the advice and 
assistance received from THE TRIBUNE and 
other papers, to ask the committee at once 
to take up this tunnel bill and send it to the 
house with a favorable report.

It is esti- 
mated that it will require 200 of these ma- 
chines to equip the office and the manu- 
facturers propose that forty or fifty machines 
be purchased each year until all required 
have been supplied. Mr. Kennedy declared 
in a statement to the committee that with 
the installation of these machines the work 
of the government printing office could be 
done from 35 to 40 per cent cheaper than 
under the present system.

Comm issioners Urge Drastic 


Nation’s Wards. 


AGENTS HELD GRAFTERS. 


Dawes Body Expected to Complete 
its Work in Little More 
Than a Year. 


Washington, D. C., Mareh 7.—[Special.J— 
Conditions which demand improvement in 
the administration of Indian affairs in In- 
dian territory are pointed out .and remedies 
suggested in the report of Charlies Bona- 
parte and Clinton R. Woodruff, which the 
president transmitted to congress today. 
The situation is declared to be such as to 
threaten the ruin of the genuine Indian popu- 
lation of the territory, and demand“ prompt 
and drastic action on the part of congress. 

The report says the’real Indian population 
is rapidly decreasing in numbers, not dying 
from disease or vice but because the future 
holds out no prospect for them. The com- 
missioners find there is great discontent 
among the white population and a general 
want of confidence in public officials. © 


President Urges Action. 

The president, in transmitting the report to 
congress, says: 

I call special attention to the condition of rs 
in Indian territory as therein set forth. In accord- 
ance with the recommendation of Messrs. Bona- 
parte and Woodruff, the members of the commis- 
sién to the five civilized tribes bave been informed 
that if they are to continue in the service they must 
ceage all connection with business operations of | 


their official positions could be of any effect upon 
their private business, even though no such effect 
be in fact shown. Whet further action, if any, 
is to be taken in regard to the commission or any 
of its members by the executive, will be determined 
upon after full consideration of all the facts in the 
case. It will be noticed that the secretary of the 
interior does not believe that it would be possible 
in accordance with the suggestions of Messrs. 
Bonaparte and Woodruff to close up the work of 
the commission this year, and discontinue it ac- 
cordingly. If it should be found to be possible I 
would regard this as desirable, and call the atten- 
tion of the congress to the matter. 


Recommendations Are Made. 
The commissioners make thie following 
recommendations: 
That the Thdians be divided as soon as practicable 


ties of a future state, and that every such dis- 
trict have an officer to supervise Indian leases, 
perform probate and notarial duties, and to serve 
as a committing magistrate and judge of petty 
cases, etc., in order to,relieve the dockets of the 


That all leases of allotted lands should be recorded 
within thirty days of their date, otherwise to be 
invalid, and that the system of sealed bids for al- 
lotted lands should be maintained in all cases. 

That the offices of the inspector and agents should 
be independent of each other and -intrusted with 
greater powers of initiative and determination. 

That the administration of public affairs in the 
territory should be committed to officers on the 
spot, carefully supervised, but not controlled 
from Washington. 


Abolish Five Tribes Body. 
The report says the five tribes commis- 
sion can be abolished with advantage, the 


spector and the Citizenship court. It is 
held that it was an error of policy so to frame 
the statutes providing allotment in severalty 
among the five tribes as to prevent any In- 
dian to obtain more land than he could oc- 
cupy personally with profit, and to fall ade- 
quately to recognize the difference between 
a4 real Indian,and a white or black man hav- 
ing the legal rights of an Indian. It is ex- 
pected the Dawes commission will finish its 
work not later than a year from next July. 


Officials Are Criticised. 


The report reviews the report of S. M. 
Brosius, agent of the Indian Rights associa- 
tion, on conditions in the territory, and says 
that. while the Brosius report contains a 
pumber of intimations and suggestions not 
justified by the facts, it understates the ob- 
jectionable features of the administration of 
public affairs there, and its specific allega- 
tions respecting federal officials are sub- 
stantially true. 

It says the connection of Tams Bixby, 
chairman of the committee to the five civ- 
ilized tribes, with the Canadian Valley Trust 
company impairs his usefulness as a public 


} official. His investments in what are known 


as .“‘ possessory rights’ in town site lands 
are stamped as yet mvore objectionable. 

Indian Agent Shoenfelt is exonerated from 
all the charges made against him. The re- 
port also says, that Indian Inspector J. 
George Wrightis temporary ownership of

Should Give Up Stock. 
Commissioner Thomas P.+ Needles of the 
five civilized tribes commission admits own- 
ing a small interest in a corporation at Vin- 
ita, amd the report says the propriety of dis- 
posing of it should be officially suggested to 
him. The investments of Commissioner 
Breckinridge Of the same body are stated to 
‘be of .much graver importance, and his con- 
siderable investments in corporation stock, 
the report says, have seriously impaired his 
public usefulmess. A. L. Aylesworth, chief 
clerk of the commission, and H. V. V. Smith, 
its disbursing officer, the report says, are 
identified in public opiniom (but not proved) 


with supposed real estate speculations dis- 


proportionate to their means, and the report 
says such speculation should be strictly for- 
bidden and all officials engaged in it should 
be separated from the service. 


Hitchcock Favors Reform. 

The report is accompanied by a letter from 
Secretary Hitchcotk to the president, con- 
curring as to the references to the federal 
officials and asking for a conference with 
the president regarding them at the earliest 
practicable moment, and saying he will later 
consider the proposed sweeping changes in 
the organization and administrative meth- 
ods, which require much new legislation and 
possibiy -the negotiation of supplemental 
agreements; with the Indians.

CLEVELAND IN A TEMPER 


DISPLEASED AT REPORTS INVOLV-. 
ING NAME IN NEW YORK FIGHT. 


Declares Interview of Charles F. Mur- 

phy Does Not Change His Position as 

Announced in Previous Statement— 

Tammany.Leader Says. He Has Never 

Tried to Make Ex-President Candi- 

' date, but Regards Him as Strongest 
Man Democrats Could Nominate. 


Princeton, N. J., March 7.—[S8pecial.]— 
Grover Cleveland has indicated that he is 
displeased over the situation which devel- 
oped as a resukt of the contest between David 
B. Hill ahd Charles F. Murphy for control 
of the democratic organization in New York 
state. John G. Carlisle, who Was secretary 
of the treasury during -his last administra- 
tion, came down from New York City today 
and spent the day with the ex-president. 
Mr. Clevéland denied he came as emissary 
from the leader of Tammany hall to urge 
him to announce himself as a candidate. It 
was whén questionéd as to the result of the 
visit that,Mr. Cleveland evidenced the great- 
est displeasure. 

“It is a pity,’” he said, “ you boys have 
reached the potnt where the motives of my 
callers is made a matter of speculation. Iam 
getting tired of being pestered in this man- 
ner. Mr. Carlisle is an old friend and he 
often runs down to spend the day with me. 
We talked some politics, butin a reminiscent 
way entirely and without spectal regard to 
existing conditions.”’ 


Denies Juggling Methods. 

When questioned as to the situation in New 
York he gaid: . Ae 

“TI don’t think that is a fair question. I 
shall refuse absolutely to be a party to any 
plan to use me to down another.

tives ‘were revealed today in a report made 


| by Chairman Overstreet of the house com- 


mittee on postoffices and postroads, in re- 


sponse to a resolution offered some months 


ago by Representative Hay of Virginia. 


The reports show that congressmen of both |

Wiolations Only Technical. 

Some of the notations of the law are pro- 
nounced censurable, but in a majority of

single instance of any reflection on the iIn- 
tegrity of any member.’ When the printed

In all, 167 cases are cited where congress- 
men asked for clerk hire in excess of the 
amount the office in question was entitled to.

When 
the office became second class a lease was made, 
dating from Oct. 1, 1901. At this time Mr. Wade- 
worth was a member of congress.

LAWRENCE, KAS.—The postoffice premises at 
this place were leased from J. D. Bowersock 
many years prior to his election as a member of 
congress in 1898, at an annual rental of $1,500. 
That lease expired on April 1, 1900. On Dec. 13, 
1899, Mr. Bowersock submitted a propveal to re- 
new the lease for a term of five years at the same 
annual rental. ‘The lease was executed in the 
name of Mrs. Hortense B. Hill, who is a daughter 
of Congressman Bowersock, on the terms before 
mentioned. The record shows the title to the 
premises in question was vested in Mr. Bower- 
sock. 

STATION A, WINSTED, CONN.—The postoffice 
premises at this point are owned by George L. 
Lilley, M. C. Original lease, which was made 
before Mr. Lilley was elected to congress, expired 
on April 1, 1908. The entire block in which the 
Office is located was then leased by Mr. Lilley to 
Charles 8. Newcomb, and the lease to the post- 
office department was made in his name, though 
the title to the block before mentioned appears 
to remain in Mr. Lilley. 

“In none of the above cases, says the re- 
port, does it appear that the government 
has paid an excessive rental. They are re- 
ferred to, not because there was any fraud 
indicated In the business transactions, but 
solely becausé such contracts appeared to 
be In violation of the statute above men- 
tioned. 


The history of 161 cases is given in the re- 
port, wherein members of congress figure in 
getting authorisation for clerk hire in excess 
of the amount the office in question was en- 
titled to, according to the secret method 
employed by the department to determine 
the merits of the case. Many of these in- 
creases were only temporary and have been 
discontinued. A tabulated statement shows 
that In eighty-two instances where reductions 
have been made since April, 1903, $15,880 was 
being paid annually in excess of the amounts 
these offices were entitled to. 


Will Be Debated on Wednesday. 

There was a full attendance in the house 
of members on both sides of the chamber, 
when Mr. Overstreet stated that he had 
been directed by unanimous vote of the 
committee to recommend that the Hay reso- 
lution be tabled, as the information wanted 
accompanies the report. 

Minority members urged that debate and 
vote on the resolution should be deferred, as 
they had not had an opportunity to read the 
report, sO an agreement was reached to 
postpone further action until Wednesday 
and 4,000 copies of the report were ordered 
printed. 

There will be three hours’ debate on the 
motion to table, and a formal amendment 
will be offered by the minority to provide 
for a general investigation of the postoffice 
department. 

The postoffice appropriation bill was then 
taken up and Mr. Moon of Tennessee, the 
ranking minority member of the postoffice 
committee, arraigned the present system 
employed in the postoffice department and 
made an appeal for a general tauneshaniboe 
of the affairs of the department. Mr. Cow- 
herd of Missouri, also a member of the com- 
mittee, followed with an analytical review 
of the charges made in the Bristow report, 
which he referred to as a shameful story 
of fraud and misadministration. He also 
favored a general congressional investigation 
of postal affairs. 


Cowherd Attacks Heath. 


Mr. Cowherd said the Bristow report was 
a story of,fraud and corruption covering a 
period of several years. He mentioned 
Perry 8. Heath's relations with G. W. Beavy- 
ers, and said: 

“I submit that, in view of the shameful 
story of graft that has gone on in the de- 
partment under his [Heath's] management, 
with so many clews leading toward him’ it 
seems to me the most extreme ‘measures 
might well have been adopted ‘to find out 
whether there had been any unlawful act

Fed by yesterday's thaw, the flood extend- 
ing over large sections of Chicago and sub- 
urbs converted more streets and vacant lots 


into canals and lakes. Unrelieved by the 


overtaxed and clogged sewers, despite the 
efforts of 800 city employés to keep the in- 
takes open, the water seeped its way into 
basements. In many instances machinery 
in downtown office buildings was stopped by 
the flood, and in the inundated suburbs fara- 
ilies could only reach their isolated dwellings 


by means of makeshift bridges and. were 


obliged to desert all except the upper rooms, 
The Desplaines river, partly relieved of its 
ice chains, began to show signs of taking 


advantage of its liberty to overflow its banks,: 


and steady rises were noticed at various 
suburbs. No apprehension was felt by the 
residents of these river suburbs except those 
close to the banks, owing to the excellent 
drainage. 

Below Harvey the Calumet river is blocke:! 
with ice and the water is overfiowi the 
surrounding ‘country. In the Illinois and 
Fox river valleys railroads are taking pre- 
cautions against washouts, ahd men are 
patrolling the tracks of the threatened dis- 
tricts. 

Relief yesterday’ was promised to one of 
the worst flooded sections of the city when 
the board of local improvements informed a 
delegation, from the Dauphin Park, Burnside, 
and Stony Island Improvement association 
that there would be no more unnecessary 
delay in legal proceedings preliminary to fhe 
construction of the sewer at Ninety-fifth 
street. It was also said that the sewer at 
Seventy-third street probably would be built 
this year. This will not relieve the present 
inundation—the worst in years—but it is ex- 
pected that the Illinois Central will respond 
to appeals of citizens and open a culvert at 
Ninety-first street, which will carry away 
considerable of the water. ) 

The report that the suburb of La Grange 
itself was in danger is denied by David B. 
Lyman, who says: ‘ The average portion of 
La Grange is thirty feet higher than the top 
of the bank of the Desplainesriver.

Joliet, March 7.—[Special.]—T wo dele- 
tions from Will county were elected today 
tov the democratic state convention. Two con- 
ventions were held and a fight took place, 
during which Dr. Martin Cushing, chairman 
of the democratic county committee, was 
knocked down by Michael Binzen Jr., brother 
of the chief of police, and was struck with 
a chair by Clinton E. B.C. Cuttler, one of the 
candidates for representative. 

The trouble originated in the fight over 
representative. When the call for this 
county convention was issued it provided for 
the election of delegates to the state con- 
vention, but made no mention of the selec- 
tion of delegates to the senatorial convention. 
An effort was made by Mayor Crolius on 
Saturday to get the candidates ‘for represent- 
ative to agree to leave the legislative fight 
out of this convention entirely, but Repre- 
sentative Bowles refused. The organization 
forces were with Bowles. They agreed upon 
E. G. Purkhiser for chairman. 


Organization First in Control. 

As soon as the convention was called to 
order in Werner hall and Purkhiser was 
nominated Col. McNaughton gt the floor 
to place J. F. Quinn in nomination and 
started to make a speech against gag rule. 
While he was talking Chairman Cushing put 
the motion electing Purkhiser and declared 
it earried. Purkhiser took the gavel, and 
the riot started. | 

A number of big men from the mill district 
made a rush for the front, but were kept 
back while Quinn climbed upon the stage 
and took a position near Purkhiser. A com- 
mittee on credentials was appointed, report- 
ed, and the report was declared adopted 
while there was such an uproar that no one 
could hear what was going on. The tempo- 
rary organization was made permanent in 
the same manner, and committees were dp- 
pointed to select the state, congressional, 
and senatorial delegates. These committees 
reported lists while the turmoil was increas- 


ing. 
Mayor Crolius, who is a candidate for gov- 
ernor, tried to stop the trouble, but ceuid 
not. An assault was made on Chairman 
Purkhiser from the rear, and in a’ moment 
there were twenty men on the stage, fight- 
ing, pouncing, and pulling at each other. 
Both Purkhiser and Quinn had hold of the 
gavel, but Purkhiser retaihed possession of 
it. It was during this mélée that Cushing 
was assaulted. 
Comparative Calm After Riot. 
Then quiet was partially restored. An at- 
tempt was made to invite C. A. Windle, at 
this poimt, to address the convention, but 
just then a Cuttler delegate snatched the 
gavel and handed it to Quinn. Purkhiser 
then put a motion to adjourn, declared it 
carried, and left the hall. 
Mayor Crolius declared that he did no 
regard the work done thus far as regular, 
and called the gathering to order again as 
secretary of the committee. He read the 
call for a second time, and deciared Quinn 
chairman. The second convention adopted 
iron clad resolutions instructing the dele- 


gates for William Randolph Hearst for pres- 
ident and for Mayor W. C. Crolius for gov- 


ernor. This gave, Hearst the indorsement

They do not believe the mine owners have 
lost money on it. Naturally, they will be 
disinclined to accept lower wages at a time 
when the -cost of living appears to be ad- 
vancing, but they may be influenced by their 
leaders and recede from their original posi-. 
tion.. It may be that if: they do not back 
down the mine owners will de so. They 
may be bluffing, and it may be that they 
really can afford to pay the current rate of 
wages, but they are united, and they appear 
to be in earnest. 

For several years the mine owners and. 
miners in the middle west have lived in 
harmony, and it is to be desired for the sake 
of the communities they serve that they will 
not fall out. If they do there will be less 
prosperity this summer than there has been 


.. AN INEXCUSABLE DELAY. 
"There will be no naval training station on 
the great lakes for a year to come at least. 
Such ‘a station-is greatly needed in the opin- 
ion of the navy. department, so that more 
sailors: may be available for American war 
vessels, Why.add to the number of battle- 
ships and cruisers and yet refuse to make 
provisions for the sailors to man them? 
They can no more be extemporized when a 
war breaks out.than ships can. As Senator 
Hale said last week: “ The only time to 
build a navy. is in'time of peace. It takes 
years to build your ships, It takes lenger 
to train seamen than to train soldiers.” 

Ae commission of naval officers visited the 

great lakes to find the hest site for a naval 
station. » They found it near Lake Bluff, in 
this .state,: There are ‘some things about 
which Davy men are better judges. than 
civilians,.and this is one of them. yre- 
port of the ‘commission should have been 
aecepted. by congress, but it has not Been 
becatise: it. recommended an Illinois site.

It may be that the president will be em- 
powered to accept its report and order work 
begun instefi of submitting it to congress 
for further action. Time will be saved by 
that, for if the new commission shall report 
in favor of an Lllinois site, as it is likely to 
do, and congress has to pass on its recom- 
mendations, there will be in all probability 
another combination of two. or more states 
against one, and:the matter will be put over 
for another year, even though the navy de- 
partment continues to call attention to the 
urgent need for seamen. 


FIRST MAD DOG OF THE SEASON. 

River Forest has had the first mad dog 
scare of the season. A citizen-posse killed 
the dog, though not before it had found 
several child victims. It is a fact that may 
have escaped general attention that in the 
year 1903 more than a score of persons died 
in Chieago of hydrophobia. 

Just now it may be recalled that with the 
coming of April the ordinance requiring 
 mugzles,on all dogs at large in the streets 
is to come into its season’s life. ‘Is that 
ordinance to be enforced against the count- 
legs stray curs that for years have haunted 
Chicago streets and alleys, a mangy burden 
to themselves and a menace to every pass- 
ing living thing? From the point of view of 
public health one might rather risk infec- 
tion from expectorations in public places 
than face the horrors of a score of cases of 
hydrophobia such as have been the city’s 
tribute in a year. No other death compares 
with the agonies of rabies. Ordinarily the 
victim is conscions to the last, and not in- 
frequentis his last prayer implores some one 
at his bedside mercifully to end his miseries. 

Chicago should get rid of the slinking 
alley cur. It is useless to pursue and hunt 
duwn the well cared for dog and to let the 
pariah run unchecked and free through the 
crowded streets of the town. 


WHAT DOES SMOOT THINK OF SMITH? 

President Smith of the Mormon church 
says that he has taken no plural wives since 
1890, but that he is taking care of the plural 


having children by them. He admits his 
polygamous cohabitation and challenges 


“ Tt is to the laws of Utah that I am answer- 
able. Itis the law of my state that has the 
right to. punish me. If the courts of my 
state do not see fit to call me to account for 
my conduct I cannot help it. Congress has 
no right to interfere. It has no right to pry 
into my marriage relations,” 3 

One of the conditions of the admission of 
Utah as a state was the insertion in its con- 
stitution of a provision that “ polygamous 
or plural marriages are forever prehibited.”

religigus chief, Some of the men who were 
cardinals when Alexander VI. was pope 
abhorred many of the acts of his private 
life. If. Senator Smoot can show that he 
disapproves of the private life of the head 
of his own church, and if he can show that 
he has always stood for the inviolability of 
the contract which admitted Utah to the 
union, then there is no reason why he should 
not keep his seat in the United States senate. 
What has been his attitude on these ques- 
tions cannot be determined until more evi- 
dence is in. 


WILL THE WAR. SPREAD! 


If conclusions can safely be drawn from the 
wars of the last half century it probably will 
not. The Crimean war did not spread after 
it started; neither did the Franco-Austrian 
war of 1858-’69; nor our civil war; nor the 
Austro-Prussian war of 1866; nor the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71; nor the 
Turko-Russian war of 1877-78; nor the 
Chinese-Japanese war of 1894-’95; nor the 
Greek-Turkish war of 1896; nor the Span- 
ish-American war of 1898. 

At the outbreak and during the continu- 
ance of many of these wars great fears were 
entertained that the conflict would spread 
and involve neutral powers. These fears, 
especially at the time of the Franco-Prus- 
sian and Turko-Russian wars, were far 
greater than any now felt with regard to the 
Russo-Japanese struggle. The history of 
recent wars indicates that other nations, 
viewing the horrors and expenses of war, 
are disinclined to plunge in for whatever 
reasons, but prefer to safeguard their inter- 
ests by taking a hand in the peace treaty. 

Although reasoning from analogy is an 
imperfect method of arriving at the truth, 
unless thousands of cases may be examined, 
yet it is an encouraging thought that none 
of the wars between the powers during the 
last fifty years has spread beyond its orig- 
inal limits.

LETTER OF MARQOISE DE PONTENOY

ING EDWARD has ina a 
new and clever practice in appointing 
relatives of his family to the posts of 
military attachée of his embaseies to 
foreign courts. Some .time ago he 

nominated Maj. Count Gleichen to the office 
of military attaché at the embassy of Berlin, 
and now he is sending major, the duke of 
Teck, to fulfill duties of the same nature in 
connection with the British embassy eat 
Vienna. 

Count Gleichen is « son of the late Queen 
Victoria’s nephew, Prince Victor Hohentohe, 
and of the latter's morganatic wife, a daugh- 
ter of Admiral Sir George Seymour, and the 
count is theréfore not only a cousin of King 
Edward ané Emperor William but Hkewise of 
the German empress, whose mother, late 
Duchess Adelaide of Schleswig-Holst was 

ig father’s only sister. Count Gleichen in 

t way enjoys altogether exceptional ad- 


1 vantages at the court of Berlin, and is treated 


by the emperor and by thé German author- 
ities less as a foreign diplomat and soldier 
than as a neer relative of the reigning house 
of Prussia. 

With regard to the duke of Teck, he iscer- 
tain to have an equally agreeable position as 
British military attaché at Vienna. For he 
is the eldest brother of the princess of Wa.es 
—that is to say of England’s future queen. 
His mother was Princess Mary of Great 
Britain, and his father, the late duke of Teck, 
was a son of the morganatic marriage be- 
tween the royal Duke Alexander of Wtirtem- 
berg and the Hungarian Countess Rhedey. 

The late duke of Teck, prior to his marriage 
to Princess Mary of Cambridge and of Eng- 
lend, served in the Austrian army under the 
name of Count Franz Hohenetein, and great- 
ly ed himself by his bravery as a 
cavalry officer at the battle of Solferino. 
Indeed, he was inimeneely popular at Vienna, 
and his fail to secure many 
warm friends Austria-Hungary for his 
eldest son. 

The latter is persona gratissima at Stutt- 
gart, where the king of Wtirtemberg treats 
him as a near and dear relative, and were it 
not for the morganatic birth of hie father 
the duke would at the present moment be 
next: In line of succession to the throne’ of 
Wirtemberg... The duke is a major of the 
royal horse guards, has seen active service 
in Egypt and in south Africa, and is married 
to a daughter of the late duke of Westmin- 
ster. He has been brought up entirely in 
England, where he was born. But his title 
of duke of Teck isa dignity of the kingdom 
of Wtrtemberg and was conferred upon his 
father by the late king. age 


Princess Alice of Spain, daughter of the 
pretender Don Carlos, and who was recently 
divorced by the high court at Dresden from 
Prince Frederick of Schénberg- Waldenbu 
is no stranger to the far east, whither a 
has now proceeded ag one of the nurs 
sisters of the Russian Red Cross: society.

The princess leaves her unfortunate little 
boy, 2 years old, in Europe. This is the child 
the legitimacy of which is contested by her 
former husband and by the members of his 
family, who declare that the boy has no 
right to the name, title, or status of a prince 
of Schénberg-Waldenburg, basing their 
argument on documentary evidence. The 
case has not yet been finally decided, but 
will, it is feared, go against the princess, 
leaving the child without a name. 


In all the descriptions of Kylemore castle, 
recently purchased by the duke and duchess 
of Manchester, in Connemara, and which 
the king and queen are expected to visit 
next month during their stay in Ireland, I 
have seen no mention made of the fact that 
it figures in one of the best known of Charles 
Lever’s novels. “ Bishop’s Folly,” which 
plays so prominent a role in “the Bram- 
bleighs of Bishop's Folly,’ is Kylemore 
castle, and the Brambleighs’’ are no 
other than the Blakes of Riuvyle, one of the 
most ancient families of Ireland, from 
whom Mitchell Henry purchased the place. 
Mitchell; Henry, as every one knows, spent 
an immense amount of money in improving 
tne castie, and pdrticularly the grounds, and 
was passionately devoted to his beautifu 
Connemara home until the day when hi 
young daughter met with her death by 
drowning in the Louch of Kylemore, under 
the windows, so to speak, of the castle. 

The announcement which comes from 
Paris of the engagement of the daughter of 
the present duc de Bassano to the Comte de 
Viel-Castel is likely to surprise those who 


‘have read the memoirs of the Count Horace 


de Viel-Castel, and have seen the manner in 
which this uncle of the flancé of Mile. de 
Bassano describes in its pages both her 
great-grandfather and her grandfather. 
The memoirs of Count Horace de Viel- 
Castel are on the same lines as the Creevy 
memoirs, which have recently been pub- 
lished in England, but are infinitely more 


. vitriolic, bitter, and scurrilous. | 


The eount, who was for many years one of 
the most’ devoted admirers and intimate 
friends of Princess Mathilde Bonaparte, who 
lately died in Paris, relates that the first 
duke of Bassano, after having been a ste- 
nographer, a member of ‘the staff of the 
Monitor, a parliamentary reporter, and the 
understudy of Bourrlenne, finally succeed 
ing. the latter as confidential secretary to 
the first Napoleon, and then becoming for- 
eign minister, besides being transformed 
from Hugues Maret into duke of Bassano, 
betrayed his master and benefactor after the 
battle of Waterloo by selling the whole of 
his emperor's private papers and confiden- 
tial correspondence, filling some thirty large 
cases in all, to Alexander [. of Russia, 
These papers, of the most inconceivable im- 
portance to the students of history, to 
France, and especially to the house of Bona- 
parte, are preserved to this day in the ar- 
chives of the imperial family of Russia at 
St. Petersburg. Emperor Alexander was 
not ungrateful. For, in addition tothe large 
sum of money which he paid to the duke of 
Ba~sano, he likewise, according to the count 
de Viel-Castel, recommended him warmly to 
King Louis XVIIL., who recognized, in con- 
sequence thereof, his Napoleonic dukedom, 
and made him a peer of ce. 

The second duke, his son, was a senator 
in the reign of Napoleon IIIL., and one of the 
principal dignitaries of his household, but, 
in spite of his being repeatedly held up to 
obloqguy and ridicule in the pages of the 
Viel-Castel memoirs, he redeemed the dis- 
loyalty of his father by his devotion to the 
emperor and empress after their fall, and 
remained at the head of Eugénie’s household 
in her exile until his death, six years ago. 

His son, the present duke, who has three 
daughters, is married to a Miss Claire 
Symes, who was born, in Quebec, but who, 


I believe, is of American nationality. She 


was a pretty woman, and her husband is 
deservedly popular in Paris as well as in 
London. The dukedom will become extinct 
when the present duke dies.

for plano, and Delilah’s second arias from 
Saint-Saéns’ Samson and Delilah.” The 
soloists were Mme. Schumann-Heink and 
Ferrucio Busoni—two artists who have made 
for themselves a place high In the esteem 
of all classes of music lovers, 


Mr. Busoni appeared first on the program, 
and in the Liszt concerto but deepened the 
splendid impression left by his work in the 
Beethoven “ Emperor” when he appeared 


here with the Chicago orchestra a few weeks 


ago. The same broad sweep, the same big- 
ness and completeness of conception of the 
musical and the poetic content of the work, 
the same technical supremacy, and the gaine 
remarkable attention to mechanical and in- 
terpretative detail which made his Beethoven 
performance so exceptional distinguished 
his playing last evening. He did not read 
Liszt, of course, in the same spirit in which 
he read the more classic master, but the 
virility, finish, and musical masterfulness 
were common to both,-and made each per- 
formance remarkable of its kind. Ina group 
of solo numbers later in the evening the 
pianist was heard in an original transcription 
of a Bach Prelude and Fugue, in the F sharp 
major Nocturne and the “ Military” Polo- 
naise of Chopin, and in the Liszt “ Rigo- 
letto Fantasie.

Wring the finest out 
of cold water, then put them into th iller 
and let them boil fifteen or twenty minutes. 
stirring them occasionally. Lift thém out of 
the boiler into a tub. Have ready the rest 
of the clothes, put them into the boiler, add- 
‘ing more. water, lye, and soap, and boil as 
before. Rub the finest clothes out of the 
su rinse. them thro two waters, and 
hang them out to dry. arm the first rinse 
water and use it on the colored clothes. ea 

There is nothirig: new about the following. 
way, but it is excellent: ‘ 

Put the garments to soak the evening be- 
fore washing them, first sorting them into 
the following groups: (1) Table linen; (2) 
dainty personal linen; (3) bed linen; (4) col- 
ored clothes and coarse personal linen; (5) 
hose; (0) flannels. Ribbons or silk stuffs 
would be in a separaje group.. It is but.little 
work in the morning’ to prepare a quantity of 
hot water for that purpose. Take a gallon 
of water, shave into it a bar of soap, and 
add a pint of naphtha. These should be | 
thoroughly mixed, With that rub all the 
soiled portions of the clothes, and, when you 
have rubbed each piece, roll it tightly and 
pack itinto the tub. And so go over them all. 

The towels, especially those used about the 
kitchen or those'that are much sofled, should 
be put into a separate vessel after having 
been saturated with the above preparation. 
Take warm water, as hot as ean be borne, and 
pour it on the clothes until the tub is full. 
Then cover it with a thick cloth and Jet it 
stand until next day. It rarely takes more 
than half.an hour to do the preliminary 
work. | 

The next morning the least soiled pieces are 
rubbed out with little labor and thrown into 
a suds as hot as can be handled. They are 
then washed lightly through that and put into [| 
a boiler of scalding water, to which has been 
added a pint of the above mentioned prepara- 
tion. Do net let them’ boil more than two 
minutes, but, of course, the water must be 
boiling when you put the clothes intoit. The 
elothes are then taken out, rinsed in two 
waters, and wrung as little as possible. Now 
put them on theline: Have a piece of white 
ollcloth in the bottom of the clothes bas- 
ket, so that the water from the clothes will 
not run, through on to the floor, as they are 
dripping when hung upon the line. ; 

If one can do so in the gpring it is well to 
put the clothes to dry in the grass.

BAR DANCES AND THEATERS 
AS UNFIT FOR METHODISTS. 


Ministers Adopt Resolutions to Use Re- 
newed Diligence in Enforcing “the 
Discipline on These Points. 


The Methodist Ministers’ association yes- 
terday indorsed the resolutions introduced 
a week ago by the secretary of the German, 
Swedish, Norwegian, and Danish Methodist 
thinisters. The resolutions have the effect 
of barring theater going and dancing among 
church members. 

The resolutions declared that “ certain re- 
cent events (meaning the Iroquois fire) had 
revealed a state of affairs within the church 
which warranted the conclusion that a large 
number of people called Methodists were 
drifting away from the old standards of 
godly living through indulgence of worldly 
pleasures,”’ and asked that “ the ministers 
pledge themselves to renewed diligence in the 
defense and enforcement of the church dis- 
cipline.”’ 

The chief contention was that some min- 
isters, while heartily supporting the spirit 
of the resolutions, did not lke the idea of 
the meeting going on record as demanding 
that article 248 of the discipline be enforced. 
This article, which prohibits attendance at 
theaters, dances, and horse races, is a dead 
letter, some ministers declared. 7 

The Rev. H. T. Clendening declared that 
the article was adopted in the last hours of 
the church conference in 1872, when calm 
and considerate deliberation could not be 
given. 

The Rev. Mr. Deitman of one of the Swed- 
ish churches said Pe, 

‘You preachers have been preaching all 
along about’ theater going, but when a dis- 


aster like the Iroquois theater fire occurs, at 


which it is said over 100 Methodists were 
burned; you try:to dodge the question."’

‘FIGURES AGE QF MOUNTAINS. 


University of California Scientist 
Thinks Sierra Nevada Range Goes 
Back 3,000,000 Years. 


University of California, Cal., March 7.— 
A bylletin just issued by Andrew C. Law- 
son, professor of geology in the University 
of California, gives a basis for estimating 
the age of the Sierra Nevada mountains.

The Orange Judd Farmer in its annual 
report on the farm reserves of grain says: 
“ Farm stocks of corn on March 1 were &46,- 
000,000 bu, or 36.6 per cent of the erop. Last 
year the reserve at this date was 1,063,000,000 
bu. The present supply is the smallest, with 
a single exception, since 1898, and shows the 
consumption during the last twelve months 
was the largest on record, or more than 
200,000,000 bu in excess of the crop grown 
in 1908, which was the second largest on rec- 
ord. The heavy consumption is accounted 
for by the length and severity of the winter, 
the Increase in cattle and hog feeding, and 
the inferior feeding quality vf the crop. The 
reserve in the surplus states is 615,000,000 
bu, against 783,000,000 bu last year, while 
Iowa and Missouri have less than half of 
last year’s stock. Stocks of wheat in farmers’ 
hands are reported at 157,000,000 bu; against 
196,000,000. bu last year. The peroentage of 
the crop thus held is placed at 22.3, or the 
smallest reported in ten years. With the ex- 
ception of 1001 the aggregate thus held is © 
also’ the smallest since 1897. The oats re- 
serve is given at 258,000,000, against 369,- 
000,000 bu last year. This is the smallest 
percentage of the crop and the smallest ag- 
gregate held in ten years, except in 1902 fol 
lowing the short crop 1901.”"

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“BOMB” SCARE DEVELOPED 
AT BARN BANDITS’ TRIAL. 


Piece of Gas Pipe Found in Dearborn 
Avenue Not Far from Jail Carefully 
Sunk in the River. 


The trial of the car barn bandits has pro- 
duced a “bomb” scare, beside which the 
confiscation of the manicuring file which the 
intrepid Mamie Dunn“ smuggled “’ into court 
becomes a commonplace incident. Mindful 
of the skeptical comments which the exhibi- 
tion of the file called forth, the authorities 
have taken no chances with the bomb. 
Weighted with a paving brick, the infernal] 
machine has been sunk to the bottom of tho 
Chicago river, where it is equally safe from 
harm or from too close examination by the 
incredulous. 

Watchman Tyrrell of the Criminal court 
building, however, is certain that the instru- 
ment wasa bomb. This particular bomb, he 
said, was made of a piece of iron gas pipe, 
pounded together and soldered at one end. 
The other end was closed with a plug, into 
which was fitted a percussion cap. So dan- 
gerous did the watchman deem the bomb that 
he wrapped it in a silk handkerchief when he 
carried it to the river. 

Tyrrell received the bomb early yesterday 
morning from Oscar Hall of 127 Dearborn 
avenue, who found it of the walk in Dearborn 
avenue near the county jail. After destroy- 
ing the instrument, Tyrrell reported the mat- 
ter to Chief Deputy Sheriff Byrne, who made 
a report of it to Sheriff Barrett.

EXPLAIN RAISE 1 RAISE IN RENTS. |» 


REAL MEN SAY SOME 
FLATS ARE TOO CHEAP. 


Advance Probably Will Affect South 
Side and Lake View Property—Some 
Agents Declare Increase Is Only for 
Equalization and Not Horisontal— 
Others Assert Talk Is Started to In- 
duce Tenants to Renew Leaseq With- 
out Demanding Impro ts 


wy 


Real estate rental agencies differ in their 
opinion of the character and extent of the 
advance in flat rents to be inaugurated on 


May 1. Many report that they are making 


an increase of 5 to 10 per cent on all their 
properties, while others assert that, al- 
though rents will be raised in certain sec- 
tions, there will be nothing approaching a 
horizontal advance. The general explana- 
tion is that the movement will be more tn the 
way of an equalization. 

Some of the agents frankly assert that 
present rates are sufficiently high, and that, 
in view of the advances made during the last 
two years, there is no occasion for any 
‘further advance at the present time. It is 
intimated that the talk of an advance is 
largely for effect, the purpose being to make 


tenants willing, jf not anxious, to renew | 


their old leases without pressing for neces- 
sary improvements. 


Affects Lake View and South Side. 

The sections which most probably will be 
affected are the south side, particularly from 
Thirty-first street south, and Lake View. 
It is generally stated that there is little 
prospect of any advance on the wést side. 
As evidencing the disposition of some ten- 
ants toward the proposed advance, it is 
said that all the occupants of a large apart- 
ment house in Woodlawn, when apprised 
there would be an advance of $2.50 a month 
in their rents, promptly gave notice that 
they would vacate their apartments at the 
expiration of their leases. 

The reasons given for the advance are the 
lack of accommodations resulting from the 
small amount of flat construction last year, 
together with an increased demand for 
space. 4 

According to one firm the Increase is not 
confined to the better class of apartments, 
as they are making an advance of from 10 
to 15 per cent in the cheaper grades, and 
they say they are readily securing two and. 
three year leases on these terms.
